A resident of Torrance is 
famed inventor Vie Chatten.

Most widely Known for his in­ 
vention of "Louise," the unique 
beach cleaning machine. Chat- 
ten in now working on new beach 
cleaning equipment.

Chatten snys that he started 
work on "Louise 1 'about three 
years ago. Raised at Balboa, 
Chatten long ago saw the need 
for a machine that would clean 
the beaches of harmful glass and 
other foreign matter.

When Chatten was deep sea 
diving off Midway and Johnson 
islands, after the close of the 
war, hr got the idea of inventing 
a machine that would actually 
dig into the sand and clean deep­ 
er than just the surface matter.

Ten ton Louise does just that. 
After he had been doing research 
for one and one-half years, he 
got up at 2 a.m. one morning 
with a theory for a beach sani­ 
tizer, which turned out to be 
"Louise."

"Louise,' 1 which digs 9 Inches 
deep, screens, elevates trash and 
turns the sand over, at its re­ 
cent contract at Santa Monica, 
took out more than 70 tons of 
boulders from the beach.

Cleaning on the average of 
2,000 yards an hour, "Louise" 
has extracted many lost articles 
such as watches, rings, cigaret 
lighters, money, as well as inju­ 
rious broken glass and cigaret 
stubs.

The beach sanitizer is such a 
vital and valuable invention that 
two delegates from Australia 
came to see Vie Chatten about 
the purchasing of his beach clean­ 
ing machine. They explained a 
great litter of mussels are wash­ 
ed up on the Austrailian beaches 
about once a year, requiring over 
5,000 people to clean them up 
immediately before the beach is 
ruined. For them, the beach san­ 
itizer is invaluable.

Chatten said that inquiries 
about "Louise" come from all

over the world. Right now, copies 
of the sanitizer are being ex­ 
ported to South America. There 
are three sanitizers in California, 
and the state has just contracted 
for another one for more than 
$29,000, according to Chatten. 
NEW INVENTION

Chatten, at present, I* work­ 
ing on another type of beach 
cleaning machine.

Due to the complete thor­ 
oughness of "Louise," she I* 
required only seml-anmially 
for any one beach.

The machine that Chatten in 
now working on Is a high 
speed surface cleaner for dally 
use. The purpose of the new 
machine Is to recover the sur­ 
face litter that accumulates 
during the day. 
Chatten says that the theory 

he is working on is revolution­ 
ary. At a minimum expense, the
